ANXIOUS FOR CONTACT 

The sea soldiers going into ac- 
tion in these battle practices with 
especially keen vim and enthusi- 
astic alacrity on the present crulse, 
for they are looking forward anx- 
tously to contact with the defen- 
sive forces of the Hawalian Islands 
with anticipation of greater field> 
of action than the landing parties 
of bluejackets.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—One 
hundreé and fifty-five officers and 
men from fhe cruiser Denver. of 
the special service squadron, were 
landed today at Celba, Honduras.

HAS HELD FIRM 


Price Remains Steady at 13/2 
to 13% Cents 


Consumers Take More Active 
Interest in Market 


Optimistic Statement Issued 
by John D. Ryan

The copper market steadied dur- 
ing the past week and t price 
held firm at 18% to 13% cents. 
There were several reasons for this.“ 
The consumers took a more active 
interest and made inquirits; the 
announcement of the copper sur- 
plus at the end of the first quarter 
showed a subetantial lowering of 
stocks, and the London Metal Ex- 
change had taken a more favor- 
able attitude toward the future of 
copper in HBuropean countries. The 
same reasons were sufficient to 
cause an increase in the price to 
some extent in the near future, al- 
though not to the extent hoped for 
and generously predicted by pro- 
moting concerns. 


The statement issued John D. 
Ryan, chairman of the \poard of 
Anaconda Copper Company, is one 


of the most optimistic 
come from the producers in a long 
while. A portion of his statement 
follows: 

“Shipments of refined copper by 
producers to fabricators during the 
last quarter have been unusual 
good. Apparently shipments of fin- 
ished brass and copper goods by 
fabricators to ultimate consumers 
have aleo been unusually large. 
Anaconda’s shipments of finished 
brass and copper products for the 
firet quarter of 1925 from ite Great 
Falls mill and from various plants. 
of its subsidiary, American Brase, 
have been the largest for any 
quarter in the history of the com- 
pany. Output of individuel plants 
and of practically all departments 


has also been at record-breaking 


rate. | 

“Shipments of finished brass and 
copper products by Anaconda and 
American Brass in the first quarter 
of 1926 amounted to about 200. 
000,000 pounds, at annual rate of 
$00,000,000 pounds of metal. Cop- 
per in these shipments was some- 
what more than 90 per cent of the 
total poundage oof the finished 
products. In other w Ana- 
conda is manufacturing and ship- 
pie more copper in finished prod- 
ucts than was the total consump- 
tion in the United States in any 
prewar year. 

“Orders on the company's books 
at the end of the quarter were only 
about 5 per cent below January

Copper production is at a rate 
considerable in excess of 1924 
based upon the first quarter. The 
total United States production dur- 
ing 1924 was 1,170,607 tons while 
the first quarter of 1925 indicates 
a production for 1926 of better 
than 1,250,000 tons. This is justi- 
fied by the increase in exports. 
Copper exports from the United 
States between July 1. 1924 and 
January 31. 19276, showed an in- 
crease of 72,383 tons over the total 


for the corresponding seven 
months of the preceding fiscal 
year. Most of this export copper 


was shipped to Hurope, although 
Japan, China and a few other 
countries took considerable quan- 
tities. For the seven months end- 
ing January 31 of this year, Ger- 
many received 69,875 tons of cop- 
per from the United States as com- 
pared with 29,812 tons for the cor- 
responding period last year.

A comparison of the first seven 
months of the fiscal year would 
show what export market is doing 
with our copper, as follows: Seven 
months ended January 31: 1926,

Simce 1921 France is reported to 
have increased her consumption 
250 per cent. That country pro- 
duces no copper and should in the 
future be a strong market for the 
United States. Italy, which 1919 
consumed less than 15.000 metric 
tons, was credited in 1923 with a 
consumption of 42,400 tons. Ger- 
many is rapidly returning to its 
former importing rate also. 

All Europe produces only 100. 
000 metric tons of copper, and 
normally consumes five times that 
amount, In 1921 con- 
sumed only 279,000 tons of the 
metal, but in 1923 it had increased 
ite total to 397,000. Its importa 
from this country during the seven 
months, however, top 600.000 tons.

BRAND HOME FOR GLENDALE 


Capitalist Wills Miradero to His Adopted. City; 
Relatives, Friends, Employees Given Bequests 


Fulfilling an oft- repeated assertion made during his lifetime that 


he desired money not for the sole 
but to use 


Miradero is to be given to 

Glendale as a supplement to a re- 
cent bequest, made uring Mr. 
Brand's final iliness, by which the 
suburban city came into possession 
of 800 acres of beautiful moun- 
tainside and canyon property as a 
public park. It was the donor’s 
request that Miradero be used as 
a library and art museum in that 
park, the two to be known in con- 
junction as Brand Library and 
Park, 
Highlights of the will, which 
will not be for some time 
yet, were given to the public yes- 
terday in the form of a summary 
by John F. Feogh, vice-president 
and trust counsel of the Title Guar- 
antee and Trust Company. Mr. 
Brand was president of that or- 
ganization at the time of his death, 
on the Iv’th inet. 

Not even an estimate of the to- 
tal value of the estate has been 
reached, Mr. Keogh stated. It is 
expected that it will aggregate sev- 
eral millions. 

According to the summary of the 
will, the entire estate is community 
property. Such being the case, 
one-half automatically belongs to 
his widow, Mary Loulse Brand. 

The document also provides that 
“Miradero” goes to Mrs. Brand as 
her permanent home during her 
life-time. Upon her death, the 
document provides for its acquisi- 
tion by the city of Glendale. 

Relatives of the late financier 
and community builder, even down 
to the children of his nieces and 
nephew, are cared for by the terms 
of the will. 

The residne of the estate, after 
the deduction of Mrs. Brand's 
share, is divided among relatives 
with few exceptions. 

Several “faithful employees” are 
remembered substantially, the 
summary reveals, and Mr. Brand's 
summer home at Mono Lake is 
deeded to hie lifelong friend and 
business associate. Arthur F. Mor- 
lan. vice-president of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company.

Colorful Hawali’s awakering at

During the past two years, 
which have shown unfavorable trade bal- 
ances for so many sections, Hawaii not only 
has held her own, but, through the enter- 
prise of her merchants in seeking new mar- 
kets and developing old ones, has advanced 
steadily and her trade, with the exception 
of a few lines, has prospered in an amaz- 
ing way, considering world conditions 


Hawaii's trade is largely with continental 


Angeles. There is a fine feeling of reci- 
procity between the merchants of this city 
and those of Honolulu and this has resulted 
in new and extensive commercial relations.

THE IMMORTAIS 

Lord Rawlinson, commander of the 
British Fourth Army in the epochal cam- 
paign of 1918 that gave a new turn to the 
destinies of Europe and the world, has is- 
sued his last general order and fought his 
last fight. At Dethi, on the India front, per- 
ished a soldier who ranks with the best and 
noblest that England has produced. 

His record in the World War is a record 
of notable success. in the midst of many 
failures. He was true to the best tradi- 
tions of the Anglo-Saxon race. As a strat- 
egist and tactician he performed what, at 
the time of action, appeared inachievable. 
His men loved and followed him with that 
blind faith which the soldiers of the Con- 
federate army reposed in Gen. Jackson. 
Historians will discuss for perhaps a cen- 
tury whether he was greater in victory or 
in defeat. It was the Fourth Army under 
his command that cut its way through the 
Hindenburg line on August 8, 1918. In 
lamenting over the crushing defeat of the 
German legions Ludendorf refers to it as 
“the Black Day” of the German army. The 
successes achieved that day shortened the 
war at least a year, It now ranks 
the greatest of the decisive battles of his- 
tory. 

At the time the significance of this vic- 
tory was not fully understood. The Ger- 
man high command has since revealed that 
it was the death blow to Teuton dreams of 
conquest. His army captured more men 


and more war material in the campaign of 
1918 than was captured by any other army, 
regardless of nationality, on the western 
front. 

Lord Rawlinson was appointed to the 
command of the Fourth Army when the 
war was but a few weeks old. fle tasted 
the bitterness of reverses in the beginning, 
as well as the sparkling champagne of vic- 
tory at the end. His first duty was to cover 
the Belgian retreat after the fall of Ant- 
werp. From Antwerp to Ypres, for a month 
of nights and days they resisted the Ger- 
man stampede to the channel ports. The 
odds against his men were eight to one; 
and the German records of the war show 
that the high command thought it was com- 
bating four army corps instead of but one. 
The Fourth Army saved the channel ports, 
but at a fearful cost. At the end of the 
German drive but forty-four officers re- 
mained of the 400 that went into the fight 
and but 2336 men out of 12,000. 

The rest of the world knew nothing of 
the heroic fortitude of this corps at the 
time, for it was a part of the Allied strategy 
to conceal from the enemy the losses. Only

Commenting on the movement to stimulate public interest in a 
study of the Constitution being promoted at this time by many organ- 
izations, Prof. John H. Wigmore, dean of the Northwestern University 
law school, Chicago, declared yesterday that in his opinion the National 
Oratoricail Contest sponsored by newspapers is the most valuable means 
thus far devised to further this purpose. :

LECTURES ON ANCIENT LAW 

Prof. Wigmore, who is at the Al- 
exandria, arrived here yesterday at 
the invitation of the Los Angeles 
Bar Association to deliver two lec- 
tures before that body on ‘The 
World's Legal Systems,” the first 
being given last night in the Al- 
exandria ballroom. 

The dean's lecture was unique in 
that it was illustrated with stere- 
opticon slides—the first time this 
aid to a discourse on law has been 
employed outside Prof. MWigmore's 
classrooms at the university. He 
explained that for a number of 
years he has been accumulating 
photographs pertaining to the de- 
velopment of legal systems in many 
epg of the world. From these he 
s had slides prepared, which he 


his law classes. : 

Last night's lecture was devoted 
to the legal systems of ancient 
Dgypt, Babylonia, China, Greece 
and Rome. He traced the develop- 
ment of law in each of these coun- 
tries, showing its influence on later 

1 systems. The stereopticon 
illustrations showed pages from 
ancient oodes, including that of 
Hamurabi and Justinian. The 
slides also included ny features 
showing how the law was admin- 
istered in ancient’ times, ancient 
courts of justice, ethods of pun- 
ishment and oth things. There 
were several representations of 
early law givers, including Moses, 
Solomon, Solon, Hamurabi, Jus- 
tintan and others. 


MANY ATTEND LECTURES 

The lecture was well attended 
and was followed throughout with 
the closest attention. Thursday 
evening Dean Wigmore will give 
another lecture at the Alexandia, 
to be devoted to the early Teutonic 
and Romanesque laws, forming the 
basis of the legal system existing 
in continental Europe today, and 
also the Anglican, on which the 
laws of the United States are 
founded. 

In an interview before the lec- 
ture the dean stated that there is 
a movement at this time for the 
wunhification of the world’s legal sys- 
tems. It has received the sanction 
of prominent jurists of all nations, 
including the chief justice of the 
Supreme Court of China, from 
whom Prof. Wigmore displayed a 
letter ex pressing the Chinese jur- 
iets approval of the idea. 

Speaking of the effort that has 
been going on for some time to 
unity the laws of the different 
States of the Union, the dean said 
this project is making progress. 
“Already a uniform negotiable in- 
struments act has been adopted 
by every State, and a uniform 
sales act has been added 
the statutes of twenty,” he said. 
“The process is necessarily a slow 
one, but it is making some head- 
way. 


OUTLINES DIFFICULTIES 

“The obstacle encount- 
ered is the disposition of the States 
when they want a certain law 
passed to seek Federal legislation 
On the subject without regard to 
the desires of other common- 
wealths. A better method is for 
the States that need a certain law 
to co-operate on that particular 
piece of legislation and to enact a 
law that will be the same in all of 
them. Your seven-State. pact on 
the Colorado River is an example. 
Such a measure ht be passed 
by Congress, but would have no 
application except in the seven 


States interested, and would only 
add to the complexity of the Fed- 
eral laws.”

EXPEDITION 
TO ARCTIC 
ENLARGED 
MacMillan to Take Second 


Ship; Party Will Include 
Number of Scientists 


(BY A. . NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
MacMillan Arctic expedition, which 
will sail June 20 from Wiscasset. 
Me., will go in two ships insteat 


of one, and will incinde a party 
of scientists to be named by the 
National Geographic Society. 

Decision to enlarge the expedi- 
tion was reached tonight by Don- 
ald B. McMillan, the explorer, and 
officials of the Geographic Soclety, 
which is sponsoring the trip with 
Navy Department co-operation. 

‘The additional ship, a Dundee 
Scotch whaler, yet to be selected, 
will carry the two naval planes 
and other personnel, headed by 
Lieutenant-Commander R. E. 
Byrd. 

The scientists, who with other 
members of the expedition, will 
make the voyage aboard MacMIil- 
lan’s schooner, the Bowdoin, will 
study plant and fish life, glaciers 
and weather conditions in the Po- 
lar region, which will be mapped 
and explored from the air. 

The planes, which will be as- 
semblied in Philadelphia, and flown 
to Wiscasset, will be equipped with 
liberty motors, the Navy Depart- 
ment announced today, explaining 
that this type had been selected 
because it had been tested longer 
than any other and was one with 
which aviators were most familiar.
